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MINUTES OF THE THIRTY-SEVENTH CONVENTION 


Evangelical Lutheran Joint Synod 


OHIO AND OTHER STATES. 


Pursuant to the call of the Honorable President, the Evan- | 
gelical Lutheran Joint Synod of Ohio and other States met in 
its thirty-seventh convention, the fifth time as a delegate body, 
in Grace Evangelical Lutheran church, Rev. W. E. Tressel, pas- 
tor, at Fremont, Ohio, August 25th, 1904, at 10 A. M. The 
Honorable President, C. H. L. Schuette, D. D., preached the 
Synodical Sermon on Rom. 6, 3-4, after which the Synod was 
formally opened by him. The roll call showed 83 delegates — 
48 clerical and 27 lay-delegates; and 8 teachers, 30 advisory 
members, 62 guests present — total, 175. The voting members 
are distributed among the different districts as follows:

~PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 


Beloved Fathers and Brethren: 

As a greeting, Christ Jesus, the same yesterday, and to-day, and 
forever; and “who of God is made unto us wisdom, and righteousness, 
and sanctification, and redemption: that, according as it is written, He 
that glorieth, let him glory in the Lord.“ 1 Cor. 1, 30. Concerning 
‘this His Anointed One, the most true God, with His own voice from 
heaven, beafs witness, saying: “This is my beloved Son, in whom I am 
well pleased; hear ye Him!“ Matt. 17, 5. Again, and by the mouth 
of His apostle, “Neither is there salvation in any other: for there 
is none other name under heaven given among men, whereby we must 
be saved.” Acts 5, 12. And this the Son Himself confirms when, in 
speaking of the purpose of His manifestation, He solemnly declares, “I 
am the way, and the truth, and the life: no man cometh unto the Father 
but by me!” John 14, 6. 

Wherefore, — and note well that this message is to us poor, for- 
lorn and condemned sinmers—the way back to the Father is by the 
Son; by the Son alone, to the exclusion of every other healer or helper 
whatsoever; and by the Son only as given, and as He presents Himself 
to us; that is to say, in the full majesty of His divine-human person 
and of His saving offices as these are manifested in the life He lived 
on earth, in the obedience He rendered, in the sufferings He endured, in 
‘the merits He acquired, in the Spirit He sends, in the gifts and graces 
He bestows, in the example He has set before us, in His guidance 
of us, and in the fellowship with Himself in the kingdom which, though 
of low estate now shall hereafter be made perfect with a glory ever- 
lasting. This same Man Jesus, “because he abideth forever, hath an 
unchangeable priesthood; wherefore He is able also to save them to the 
uttermost that come unto God by Him, seeing He ever liveth making 
interception for them.” 

Should any one inquire, Where may I find Him, and how, that I 
may have part with Him? to such an one give answer: In the words 
He himself has spoken and in the sacraments He himself has instituted, 
in them you shall find Him. In these humble signs and symbols of 
holy writ—more correctly, of His gospel—He has clothed himself, and 
thus become incarnate, as it were, in forms of human speech and of 
earthly matter. Beggarly and contemptible as these vestments may ap- 
pear to the world, yet in them He walks about among men, lives and 
moves, presents Himself, labors, would He woo and win their souls, 
and does He give Himself for possession to all who, by virtue of this 
wonder-working garment, lay hold of Him with believing hearts. For 
thus says He who has loved us, and washed us from our sins in His 
own blood, and made us kings and priests unto God and His Father, 
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“Behold, I stand at the door, and knock: if any man hear my voice, and 
open the door, I will come into him, and will sup with him, and he 
with me.” Rev. 3, 20. And in a manner so real and substantial is 
He present in the Word that whosoever has received Him in and with 
that Word can say as did the disciple that reclined in His bosom, “We 
beheld His glory, the glory as of the only Begotten of the Father, full 
of grace and truth.” Having tasted the good Word of God and the 
powers of the world to come, they speak that they do know. 

That Christ Jesus is true God, and that the 
wholly and solely His work and gift, as also that for self impartation 
He has so bound Himself to His Word that as this is received or re- 
jected He Himself is received or rejected—t 
of Christian teaching that need to be cried 
a trumpet and that cannot be hushed; and 
only unto an unbelieving world rushing to destruction, Tr 
— unto the hosts of a christendom which, if not entirely, has become 
next to Christless. Apostasy has become appallingly prevalent in these 
our days; for vast as the multitude of those may be that profess the 
name of Him who is the fairest among the children of men, among 
them there are countless thousands that have forbidden Him entrance 
to their hearts and homes! 

That Jesus of Nazareth was a man highly favored of God far above 
his fellows, is still quite generally admitted, even the Jews are be- 
ginning to concede that much; that He was and is true God and 
true man in one person, that, they say, no sane man can be expected 
to believe. So, too, they speak loudly in praise of the great services 
Jesus has rendered our race and generation for time and—if you will 
have it so—for eternity; however, that He may have done more than 
leave to posterity a pattern of pure humanity, “most assuredly not!” The 
sad fact is that the great gospel of God even in its general summa- 
tion, John 3, 16, “God so loved the world, that He gave His only be- 
gotten Son, that whosoever believeth in Him should not perish, but have 
everlasting life,” has become to entire churches a meaningless riddle, 
and one that, if presented, is considered not worth the solving. Woe 
be unto them; for again it is written—v. 36—“he that believeth not the 
Son shall not see life, but the wrath of God abideth on him! —the un- 
quenchable yet never consuming fiery wrath of Him whose grace he 
spurns and whose justice he defies. And should it transpire, as at 
times it does, that the soul of some poor sinner becomes restless upon 
hearing the warning voice, what likelihood, think you, is there that he 
will find a true and lasting peace under the pulpits or at the altars 
throughout the land? 

The fact, if fact it be, that in our own age people more than ever 
before busy themselves about the Bible and things pertaining to it, must 
not blind us or warp our judgment; for to many the book they handle 
is not the Word of God, true in all its utterances, able 
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and inviolable throughout its every page. In places high and low it is 
looked upon as the product of men strangely wise in some things and 
foolish in others; as such they criticise, cavil and carp at it, and this 
in a manner so disrespectful at times as though they were turning the 
leaves of some low-class literature. And the result of their profound 
research in and about the book, according “to the latest scientific 
methods“ of course, is what? A miserable caricature of the triune and 
most holy God, which creation of their own brains they worship, and 
worship in the priestly robes of Him whom they have long past cruci- 


fied unto themselves and whose body—integuments reserved—they have 


laid away in the grave beyond all hope of resurrection! 
> 


Has God, then, forsaken His people? Far from it, What the holy 
seer and singer of the old covenant said in praise of his own day, he 
may be said to have prophesied of the new: “The Lord gave the word; 
and great was the company of those that published it.“ That same Word, 
my brethren, and that Word in greater fulness and brightness is still 
being given to us and to countless thousands beside, and that too, from 
the lips of many faithful witnesses; and base ingratitude were it on our 
part, did we not acknowledge the unspeakable grace thereby bestowed. 


Luther and the church bearing his name have known from their 
earliest day that to deny and reject the divine Word signifies both: 
to make God a liar, which is deicide, and to spurn the salvation it con- 
veys, which is soul-murder—sins the most heinous mortal man can be- 
come guilty of. Thus taught, her people have learned to handle the 
good book with reverent fear, and to insist that it be preserved to them 
unadulterated and unchanged down to the very letter. At the same time 
the Lutheran Church understands quite well the difference between the 
spirit and the letter, between the heavenly substance and its earthly 
sign or symbol; but where she thus distinguishes she is careful not 
to separate, as is done in the Reformed churches and by the sects akin 
to them. It stands to reason that where the words of Scripture and 
the sacramental elements are looked upon as sounds and symbols with- 
out the substance they tell of or point to, there little importance 
will be attached to them, so that doubt and unbelief find ready entrance. 
In short, the false doctrine concerning the means of grace is largely 
responsible for the rejection of the Bible as the Word of God, and of 


Jesus Christ as the Son of God; for small as error or sin may at first 


appear, once let in it will not rest until it has opened the doors to its 
confederate mates, the thief and murderer.

The degenerate condition of present day christianity may farther- 
more be accounted for in great part by unionism and in part by sep- 
aratism, two extremes, and placed between which the cause of truth is 
in sorry plight. When in the words of our confession we say, and 
say truly, that “unto the true unity of the Church, it is sufficient to 
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‘agree concerning the doctrine of the Gospel and the administration of 
the sacraments. Nor is it necessary that human traditions, rites or 
ceremonies instituted by men should be alike everywhere”—Augsburg 
Conf., Art. Vil—unionism takes exceptions, asserting that the first 
clause demands too much, whilst the second asks too little. Contrary- 
wise, separatism asserts concerning the first part what was never intended, 
to-wit, that by Gospel “we are to understand every passage of Scripture 
and the interpretation put upon it, as also every churchly doctrine-and 
the conclusions drawn from that doctrine, etc.; then, as to the second 
and last part, it is inclined to read from the words that human ordi- 
nances and ceremonies are of little account and that their observance 
may be left to the whims of men—thus going far beyond what our Con- 
fession means to say and does not say. 

Unionism, therefore, would grant liberty to men—within certain 
limits, of course,—where God has bound them, and bind them in things 
wherein He has set them free, thus jeopardizing both their duty to bear 
witness to theswhole truth and the prerogative they have as children of 
God to use their reason in things external, provided they thereby do 
not offend in any matter but in every way profit withal. If, then, 
unionism is in very principle already a surrender of certain—so-called 
nonfundamental—doctrines of Scripture, it is readily seen how it prepares 
the way for doubt and unbelief into the sanctuary of truths that are 
sacred to it. Thus careless of the pillarets and props, it is not sur- 
prising that ere long the building falls into ruin beyond repair. 

When, on the other hand, it is observed how bitterly separatism 
sets itself against every tendency toward laxity in doctrine and prac- 
tice, even makes choice of heresy-hunting as its profession, it may seem 
unjust to make it a co-defendant to the charge preferred against unionism, 
its foe. And yet it is true that, in part at least, it is to be blanred 
for the broad churchism of our day, the churchism that would put on 
the same level all religions, irrespective of their source and nature. It 
must be admitted that separatism is in its intent a zeal for God and 
for His word, but a zeal withal for much that lies beyond the Word 
and will of God; and thereby it defeats its own end. Besides, sep- 
aratism is narrow-minded, over minute and scrupulous in spirit and 
personal conviction, even upon things indifferent; and in its demeanor, 
dogmatical, intolerant of opposition or dissent, and reckless as to con- 
sequences; so that minds thus strained are not seldom driven into the 
opposite extreme. Persons peaceably inclined and fearing that they 
may be suspected of heresy and be excommunicated, may for a time 
suppress their righteous doubts and indignation; ere long, however, 
patience ceases to be a virtue, and then in not a few cases the end of 
endurance is the end of all faith. 

Then, too, its pretended contention for the truth is quite Often 
nothing but a fuss about feathers; a bout about words and things most 
trivial, and whereby the minds of the people are confuséd and led 
away from the truth rather than to it. Such battling with mere shadows 
is enough to disgust even those who would otherwise delight to 
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w 


search into the deeper things of God; and, bringing up old things 
and new, might enrich the treasure house of truth for the common good.

tianity finds its natural issue and lowest level in the christless lodge 
whereof it is the parent or the child; which, it is hard to say. In 
the murky and mystic atmosphere of societyism, widely spread and 
spreading, present day religion must feel itself at home, as —— were, since 
t and pursue 
about the same ends. Not that the lodges profess to be churches, or 
aim to take the place of churches; O no! rather do they look 
themselves as above the latter, their claim being that the sphere 
their usefulness is worldwide, and not confined within the limits of a 


sect. To gather into one grand association or organic union all the 


people of the world for purely moral and practical ends, that is what 
they have set out for and strive to accomplish in the course of time; and 
that end attained, churches, having served their time, may be dispensed 
with. Thus at any rate run the prognostications of not a few of their 
priests and prophets. 

The gospel they preach and the confession they have set up is so 
beautifully concise and simple that Christian people, looking at their big 
Bibles and long-drawn-out symbols, must hide their faces for very 
shame as they make comparison. “The fatherhood of God, and the 
_ brotherhood of man! There you have it in toto; and never were words 
put together to propagate a tenet and to capture adherents to it, that 
might equal them in force and fairness. However, not to break the 
charm, forbear to ask their meaning. And if you do, an official inter- 
pretation will be denied you; for there is none and, wisely enough, 
none is desired. Each one is free to decide for himself who or what 
this God of all the world is, whether a he, she, or an it; so, too, who 
or what is to bring about and bind together the universal brotherhood 
held out before him. The inquiry set afoot, the heathen, as a matter 
of course, will declare for his idol, the Turk for his Allah, and the 
worldwise naturalist for primitive matter, for the world-soul, and the 
like. Thus each one may read into them or out of them, just as he 
pleases; so long as he joins in the rally for the fatherhood of God 
and the brotherhood of man, no one will care or give a penny for his 
thought. And with spirits of that ilk professed Christians mingle and 
make common cause; by the thousands even, and foremost among them 


not a few that esteem themselves messengers for Christ, educators of 


the youth, leaders of the people, fosterers of civil morals, custodians 
of justice, and the like! 

That among them there are many who, though blinded and misled, 
are upright in heart and intention, cannot be denied. And no doubt 
there are some who hunger for something better than the chaff they 
are fed with and who, without understanding the nature of the pain. 
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really hunger for the wheat of the living Word. If so, what are the 
churches doing to relieve the distress, to hush the cry for bread? 
And as among them, and favored above all, what is the Church of 
the Reformation doing to check the desolation sweeping throughout 
christendom? That for her own defense and safety she has 
barricades high and strong, therein she has done wisely and : 
so, however, if in addition thereto she has cast up s she 
her do. True, she is by no means dumb, and the sound of ber voice 
is clean and clear; but what if it die away within her own borders, 
how shall they hear that are without? Strange to say, even the smallest 
sect seems to find a way to make itself heard throughout the length and 
breadth of the land; not so the great church of Martin Luther, whose 
tidings are so good! How are we ty explain this sad meglect of duty? 
On the score of language, or of peculiarity in character, or of motherly 
duties to her own children, or of dissentions and endless bickerings 
within? The one or the other, there is criminal remissness here; 
mark you, a church whose voice is too feeble to carry the truth of 
beyond its own walls must needs renounce the glorious claim to be 
salt of the earth, and the light of the world. And if so, what will 
end be?

I. INSTITUTIONS OF LEARNING.

The action of the several districts on the overtures of 
the Lima Educational Association is before you, and will be found upon 
the whole adverse to the proposition. My suggestion that the school 
be placed under the auspices of Synod, seems to find little favor with 
its authorities. 


II. INSTITUTIONS OF CHARITY. 


a) For Orpnans. These should and could be placed in private 
families, and to that end the necessary arrangements should be made. 
Such being my firm conviction, I express the hope that Synod will not 
entertain the motion to erect another building for orphans. 

b). Boarp or Als. The plan to secure the necessary funds for this 
treasury, introduced two years ago, has proved itself an excellent one, 
and I would therefore advise against all radical changes in the system 
now in vogue. 

In place of Teachers Gohl and Seitz, who handed in their resignation 
after the close of Synod two years ago, I have appointed Teachers Zim- 
merman and Vogel. 

III. MISSIONS. 


a) Home. Financially, our home mission work has been more 
liberally supported than hereot fore; and it is to be deplored that the 
men can not be had to cover the large and promising field open to us.

THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY, COLUMBUS, o. 


REPORT OF THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS. 
Dear Brethren! 


With gratitude toward God, whose favor and blessing rested on our 
institutions during the past two years also, we herewith submit our re- 
port of the Seminary and its Board. 

Two extra and four regular sessions were held. On the 28 of Sep- 
tember, 1902, the Board met to propose candidates for a new theological 


professor, according to resolution of Joint Synod at Michigan City, Ind. 


In the following session, October 28, 1902, Dir. Mees, Ph. D., of Wood- 
ville, Ohio, was unanimously elected as theological professor, and a call 
to him was formulated. 

In the regular meeting of the Board, December 9, 1902, a letter of 

acceptance from Dr. Mees was read. The filling of his. place at Woodville 
was, however, delayed to such an extent, that his installation as professor 
of theology did not occur until September 6, 1903. The installation was 
in charge of Rev. Hecht, by request of the Board. 
The resignation of Rev. Trebel, as member of the Seminary Board, 
was accepted, and Rev. Dillmann was elected to fill his place till the 
meeting of Joint Synod. As members of the Board of Capital University, 
Messrs. Schwartz and Binkley, of Columbus, were re-elected; and to fill 
the anqupired term the saluted Doelicer, Mr. C. F. Mayer, of 
Columbus, was elected. 

During the school year, 1902-1903, the number of students in the 
Seminary was only 15. Of these 6 were ordained to the ministry. Last 
year the number was 25; and of these, 7 have entered the ministry, leav- 
ing 18 in the Seminary. For our present needs the number is still too 
small. 

According to resolution of Synod, a new professor's residence is 
being built on the campus. The building is of brick. 

At the suggestion of the theological faculty, the Board has taken 
steps toward a proper celebration of the seventy-fifth anniversary of the 
theological seminary. | 
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The term of the following members of the Board has expired: Revs. 
Boehme, Benzin, Dillmann; and the Messrs. Ahlers and Herrnstein. 

We have the pleasure to add, that our venerable Dr. Loy’s health 
has so far improved, that he was able to attend the commencement of 
Capital University last June. May it please God to spare him yet many

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES. 
To the Honorable Ev. Luth. Joint Synod of Ohio and Other States: 


Dear Breruren : — By the grace of God our Institution at Columbus 
has been preserved and has been enabled to do the work for which it 
was established, also in the past two years. There is not much 
out of the ordinary to report. The following will give you an idea of the 
state of affairs there: 


I. THE PROFESSORS. 


Our professors, excepting the venerable senior Dr. Loy, who is still 
an invalid, though of late he has given cheering evidence of improvement, 
are in fair health, and are serving the Institution faithfully and accept- 
ably. In this connection, however, we would record the demise of the 
faithful wife of Prof. A. Pflueger, A. M., and of Mr. Bernhard Doelker, 
a member of our Board. 


Seminary Board, to fill the vacancy caused by the sickness and retirement 
of Dr. Loy, we have called Director Theo. Mees, Ph. D., of 
ville Seminary, who accepted our call, and entered his work 
stitution in September, 1908. The branches assigned him are 
chology and Hebrew. 

The appropriation made for that purpose by Synod, has enabled 
to appoint the Rev. E. G. Tressel, A. M., B. E.

V. AUDITORIUM AND GYMNASIUM. 


For years we have felt the need of an auditorium and gymnasium. 
The want of the former is emphasized especially at each commencement. 
We have tried to hold our exercises in a large tent, and then again in the 
open air, but are almost invariably driven for shelter into the church 
across the way or into a fourth-story hall, neither of which are suitable, 
and our exercises suffer. And the want of the latter, as seen in the ill 
health of many of our former students, is an argument that cannot be 
gainsaid. Both these wants could be met in one building. 

The worthy President of Capital University suggested to the Board, 
and we have endorsed a plan, to see what can be done in regard to such 
building, so that we might present data to the Joint Synod at its present 
bi-ennial convention. 

$6,200 in provisional subscriptions for such proposed building, and the 
Board’s Executive Committee will present tentative plans and estimates 
of cost to your honorable body, as a basis for the discussion of the project. 


VI. PROFESSORS’ RESIDENCES. 


At its convention of 1902, Joint Synod authorized the board to invest 
the Institution’s funds in a professor’s residence to be built on Capital 
University grounds, provided such residence would net 5% on the cost 
of the same in rent. Such residence has been erected at a cost of $3,350, 
and has been taken by Prof. Pflueger, A. M., who agrees to pay $50 an- 
neally for repairs and the taxes, if any, in addition to the 5% on the cost 
of the building. ‘ 


VII. MISCELLANEOUS.

a) We consider the action of the Board of Directors in 
paying $400.00 annually toward the support of the pastor of 
Christ’s church, near the institution, unauthorized. Whereas, 
however, it is absolutely necessary that the students of Capital 
University have pastoral care, we recommend that a special ap- 
propriation of $400.00 annually be made from the Institution 
Treasury. 

b) We recommend that Synod approve the erection of an 
auditorium and gymnasium on the Capital University grounds, 
the cost not to exceed -$10,000.00; the money to be raised by 
Dr. L. H. Schuh in the manner heretofore pursued, and the 
building operations not to be begun until the money shall have 
been collected. 2

ACTION OF SYNOD ON THE SAME. 
Item a adopted. 
Item b. This item evoked a lengthy discussion. In sup- 
port of this proposition, especially three reasons were advanced: 


First, we need an auditorium. At present we have no suit- 


able place for larger gatherings, such as commencement, lectures 
and entertainments. It is felt that Christ’s church is not even 
a suitable place for commencement exercises, much less for other 
events. The hall of the University in the fourth story, often 
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used on such occasions, is considered absolutely unsafe and dan- 
gerous, little less than a fire-trap, and if inspected would be con- 
demned. This fact, together with the smallness of the ** keeps 
many people from attending such events. 

Second, we need such a building for physical exercise. The 
necessity of physical culture is becoming more and more recog- 
nized in all public institutions of learning. Inclement weather 
does not permit outdoor exercise but for a limited time during 
the year. 

Third, we need better sanitary conditions. The present 
arrangement is not only a menace to health, but a disgrace. This 
fact alone has gained many friends for the movement. 

On the other hand it was replied, that under the existing 
conditions, with an enormous debt resting upon us, it would not 
be wise to undertake the erection of such a building for the 
present. The fear was also expressed, that the raising of funds 
for this purpose, would greatly curtail our income for the current 
expenses of our institutions. When, however, it was stated that 
$6,600.00 have already been subscribed for such a building, which 
money can be used for no other purpose, this item was adopted 
by a vote of 50 for and 17 against. :

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LUTHER SEMINARY, ST. PAUL, MINN. 


REPORT OF THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS. 


In the name of the board of directors of Luther Seminary, the under- 
signed begs leave to submit the following report to the honorable Joint 
Synod : 

By the grace of God, the work of our institution has also, during the 
last two years, progressed and been richly blessed. The Lord has spared 
us from sickness, accidents, and harm. Our honorable professors have 
served our institution faithfully and successfully. The diligence and 
conduct of our students has generally been satisfactory. 

In the scholastic year 1902-1908 the number of pupils was forty, of 
which seven, after passing their examinations, entered the ministry; in 


the year 1903-1904 there were fifty students in attendance; of these, three 


_ graduated. Although the. number of students has increased, since the 
last synotlical meeting, there are more Christian young men needed in 
our institution to prepare themselves for the ministry. 

Two years ago, synod approved of putting steam-heating in our in- 
stitution in place of the old hot air system. This has been done, and it 
has proven satisfactory in every way. The cost has been paid out of 
the sum allowed by synod. 

Mr. Martin Allwardt resigned his position as janitor of the institution. 
He gave as reason that there was not sufficient work for the salary he 
recetved. The Board of directors and professors were of a different opin- 
ion, however. Mrs. D. Lange acts as cook in place of Mrs. M. Allwardt. 
A student has been appointed to attend to the heating of the 5 
which has given entire satisfaction. 

Our institution experienced an important change during the — 
year. Prof. W. D. Ahl, after fifteen years of faithful and successful 
service, asked the board for dismissal in order to accept a call as 
pastor in one of our congregations. The board was obliged to grant his 
request. Rev. W. C. Witte became his successor, and has thus far justi- 
fied the confidence placed in him. 

In place of the deceased Rev. E. Knorr, Rev. W. Ganschow has been 
appointed as member of the board of directors. 

The erection of a dwelling for one of our professors, near the institu- 
tion, has thus far been impossible. Building has been so high in St. Paul 
during the past year, that the conditions under which synod allowed to 
build, could not be fulfilled. It is to be hoped that ways and means may 
soon be found that the dwelling may be erected. _ 

For the following two years several important repairs are in view. 
The plaster drops from many places of the walls and ceiling. The interior 
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woodwork and windows need painting. We, however, will be able to 
meet the expenses of the institution with a somewhat smaller appropri- 
ation than heretofore. 

Finally, the honorable Joint Synod is reminded that the term of.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS. 


In pursuance of an order by the board of directors of our Teachers’ 
Seminary, the undersigned begs leave to present the following points: 

It seems that in the history and Wevelooment of our Teachers’ Semin- 
ary, we have reached the epoch, when the answering of an important ques- 
tion can no longer be postponed, to-wit: Shall our Teachers’ Seminary be 
continued as usual, or shall it cease to exist? 

Only with considerable difficulty a successor to Director Theo. Mees 
could be secured. Prof. E. Gerfen accepted the call as director and took 
charge of his duties last year, but, alas, a year thereafter he resigned 
again as director of the Seminary. For conscientious reasons on the part 
of Dir. Gerfen, the board accepted his resignation, June 15, 1904. (See 
minutes of meeting of board on that date.) 

The board has met since that date for the purpose of calling another 
director and synod will be orally informed of the result. 

The number of pupils in our Seminary during the last two scholastic 
years has experienced an increase of three new students. Tui imcrenee, 
however, dates only since New-Year, 1904. 

In regard to the financial condition of the institution, the outlook is a 
favorable one. 

The Board prays Joint Synod earnestly to assume the building debt 
of $5,800, which still rests upon that institution. 

Praying that divine wisdom and blessing may guide and encourage 
the Honorable Joint Synod in considering the affairs of our dear Teach-

47 arrangement were cited. The fear was expressed, that male 

14 teachers would eventually be crowded out. It was also claimed 


that female teachers would not remain long in the work, enter- 
ing the state of matrimony, and we would thus always have inex- 
perienced teachers. 

On the other hand it was emphasized, that we need teachers, 
) and that ladies make very efficient teachers in the lower classes. 
If this be true, why deprive them of the privilege of being pre- 
| 5 pared for parochial school teachers. This item was then adopted 
Ai] by a vote of 48 for and 12 against. 

Item c. The opinion was expressed that consolidation would 
: be advantageous under present conditions. It was stated that an 
academic education is practically the same in all institutions of 
learning, and hence consolidation would be a great saving of 
expense and an increase in efficiency. 

On the other hand it was said, that such a consolidation 
would only prove harmful to Woodville, that it would destroy 
the character of Woodville as a Teachers’ Seminary. The 
branches taught might practically be the same, but the methods 
of instruction and the spirit of the school would be essentially 
different. Our Teachers’ Seminary is a necessity for the future 
5 and welfare of our Synod. The decrease of students at Wood- 
ville has its natural causes. The change in our beneficiary system 
worked detrimental to this institution as well as to others, as also 
the fact that we had a surplus of teachers some years ago, which 
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discouraged many to take up this profession. Even if this con- 


solidation were effected, there would have to be some kind of a2 


Preparatory Department at Capital University for older students, 
who could be received in the college, but who are deficient in 
some particular branches. The removal of the Preparatory De- 
partment to Woodville does not imply a removal of the students. 
The former is possible; the latter doubtful. 

Item c was lost. 

Items d and e adopted. 

Item F was unanimously adopted with the explanation, that 
the sense of this resolution is not only a nomination, but an elec- 

tion of a director. Hereupon Rev. A. H. Dornbirer, of San- 
— Ohio, was elected unanimously by Synod as Director of 
our Woodville Seminary. 

In this connection the question was raised, inasmuch as the 
number of students has greatly decreased at this institution, 
whether it is advisable to begin the school year at the regular 
time? In answer to this question the following resolution was 
adopted: 

Resolved, That we permit the Faculty and Board of Wood - 
ville to suspend the instruction for the present, and to use the 
teaching force during the interim in some advantageous manner.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS. 
To the Honorable Ev. Luth. Joint Synod of Ohio and Other States: 


In the name of the above mentioned board of the Orphans’ Home at 
Richmond, Ind., the undersigned herewith reports concerning the con- 
dition of this institution of charity as follows: 

Under the gracious protection and blessing of God, the Orphans’ Home 
has completed the twenty-fifth year of its existence. Looking back not 
only upon the two years just closed, but upon the twenty-five years of 
gracious direction and faithful support of the Father of the orphans, 
from the time of the founding of this institution, we can not forbear 
praising and glorifying the grace of our heavenly Father, which we en- 
joyed so abundantly during this period. The Lord has bestowed upon us 
all that we needed for the support of the body. He spread His protecting 
hand over this house, and over the entire orphan family. He also made 
willing the hearts and hands of the orphan friends to perform, through 
gifts of love, the work entrusted to us in behalf of the orphans, so that 
they could receive bodily care and a Christian training. 

Moved by this enjoyment of the rich blessings of the Lord, the board 
resolved to celebrate the twenty-fifth anniversary of the institution on 
the 29th of May of the present year in connection with the annual Or- 
phans’ Home festival. The former housefathers were especially invited 
to this festival, and the day, according to the preparations and invita- 
tions sent to our congregations, became a day of praise and thanksgiving ; 
and hundreds of orphan friends came from. far and near, and, as they 
were encouraged by sermons and hymns, offered due thanks to God with 
hearts and hands. As a permanent memorial of this, a brief history of the 
Orphans’ Home was published in the spring of this year according to 
the resolutions of the Board. Here a report of the establishment of the 
home, as also of the principles that govern us in its management is given. 
The history was published in both languages and is sold at twenty-five 
cents a copy, the proceeds flowing into the Orphans’ Home Treasury. 


The orphan family, including the confirmed boys and girls, consists. 


of 62 members; orphans under 14 years, 51, viz., 31 boys and 20 girls; 

The state of health among the children, thanks to God, was good 
during the past two years. The Lord graciously protected us against 
dangerous diseases, deaths, and other heavy misfortunes. 

Since the spring of 1903, teacher F. Wiechert is at the head of the 
school. In November of 1902, teacher C. H. Schmidt resigned; he 
served in the orphan school with great faithfulness and diligence and 
was therefore upon his urgent request honorably dismissed. After Easter 
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of 1908, teacher F. Wiechert entered upon his duties. Teacher B. Hahm, 
who served as teacher one and one-half years, was honorably dismissed 
upon his own request. Since that time teacher Wiechert has been alone 
in the school. The number of pupils is at present 46. Instruction is. 
given in both languages, German and English, in religion as also in the 
elementary branches. Several times the teacher has applied to the Board 
for an assistant, not because the number of pupils is too large, but on 
account of the many classes and the instruction in both languages. How- 
ever, we did not venture to call a second teacher, as the number of 
pupils is small, although we are convinced that one teacher is not able 
to do what should be done for our orphans. We submit this matter to 
synod for a decision. 

A teacher’s residence has been secured. The teacher has occupied 
the house built for him since the fall of last year. The building was 
erected according to the instruction of synod for a little less than $2,000; 
the money for this purpose was raised by contributions from our congre- 
gations together with the proceeds of the orphan festival of last year. 
The treasurer will report the exact amount expended for this purpose. 

We report with regret that Rev. G. Long felt constrained to resign 
his office, as housefather in February of the present year, his resignation 
to go into effect the first of April. We succeeded, however, in securing 
teacher G. Maier for the place temporarily, until it can be permanently 
filled. At an extra meeting last February, the Board called a housefather, 
though without success. Since that time teacher Maier and wife serve 


this reason we submit the matter of calling a housefather for the home 
to Synod, or request at least that suitable men for the place be proposed. 
May God whose blessings have visibly rested upon us during these 25 
years, grant that at the election of a new housefather the proper man 


we also succeeded in securing a successful gardner and 
farmer in the person of Charles Atzinger. He and his wife, former or- 
phans of the home, occupy the residence on the 58 acre farm; the house 
was thoroughly repaired to make it suitable for occupancy. Mr. Atzinger 
does his work to the entire satisfaction of the Board; and he succeeded 
also, as the following report will show, not only in raising farm and 
garden produce, fruits and vegetables enough for the home, but in con- 
verting some of the products into cash, which he turned over to the 
treasurer of the home. His report is as follows: “We have at present 
4 horses, 11 cattle, 7 of these being milk cows; 10 hogs, 16 pigs, about 
100 chickens. The farm crops for this year look promising, though if 
the drought continues our expectations might not be fulfilled. We have 
now sold $117.00 worth of garden produce.” Apples are rare; there 
are some pears, grapes are abundant, in short the garden shows the effects. 
of diligent labor.

| the home with their usual faithfulness and conscientiousness, though 
with the expectation that before the coming winter a permanent house- 
father be called. At its last meeting in August the Board also considered 
the question of a housefather, but failed to come to any conclusion. For 
may be found. 
| 
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Also within the past two years the Orphans Home received several 
legacies and donations, concerning which the treasurer will report more 
condition, although a constant expenditure is necessary to keep them 
the proper repair. A wagon shed with corn crib was built last fall. It 
will become necessary again this year to make extensive repairs in the 
home itself, especially the windows, frames, sills, and the like. On the 
financial condition of the institution the treasurer and financial secretary 
will report. 

Two gifted boys were confirmed last spring, and these are willing 
to prepare themselves for the office of the ministry. The teacher and 
housefather give them the best testimonial of moral character. Can these 
be received into our institutions as beneficiaries? 
| Finally I have yet to report that the term of office of three mem- 
bers of the Board expires this year, namely, the time of Mr. J. Roselius, 
Rev. J. Beck, and Rev. W. F. Helle. 

May God continue to rule over our Orphans’ Home by His grace, 
and awaken ever, more such hearts as are willing to serve Him in these 
children.

I. FOR THE RECEPTION OF CHILDREN. 


a) Such children shall be received as have been deprived 
of parental oversight. 

b) In the reception of children, those from our congrega- 
tions shall have the preference, but others also may be received. 

c) Asa rule, children over fourteen or under two years 


cot age, shall not be received. 


d) Also such children as are afflicted with incurable dis- 
eases shall not be received. 

e) As to the reception of children, the decision is to be 
made by the Board of Directors; in case of necessity, by the 
Executive Committee ; in exceedingly urgent cases, by the House- 
father and the Matron. 

f) At their reception, children must, by legal contract, be 
delivered to the Home by their parents, guardians or relatives, 
so that the education and care of the children is placed entirely 
in our hands. 

g) certificate: be ‘requived ‘et the'time 
of reception. 

h) When possible, $1.00 per week shall be paid for each 
child, as long as it remains in the institution. Where this is not 
paid, the Board has control over the children. 

i) Except in special cases, it shall be the object and aim of 
this Home to find for each child committed to its care, a home 
in a Christian family. 


II. FOR THE PLACING OF CHILDREN. 


a) Children shall be placed only with good Lutheran fami- 
lies; as a rule, only with such as belong to our congregations. | 

b) Wherever possible, such families shall adopt the chil- 
dren legally. 

c) In other cases, children shall be given out till the com- 
pletion of their eighteenth year, and shall then each receive from 
their foster-parents $100.00, together with a good and complete 
outfit of clothing, shoes, etc. The $100.00 shall be held in trust 
by the Home till said child shall have become of age. 

d) The Board alone shall decide as to the placing of 
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III. FOR THE SUPERVISION OF CHILDREN PLACED OUT. 


a) The Home reserves the right of supervision over every 
child placed, until the child shall have become of age, and, when 
necessary, of taking back such child. : 

b) This supervision the Home shall exercise through its 
pastor or housefather.

Item 1 was adopted after a lengthy discussion, with the fol- 
lowing amendment: In order to preserve the temporary char- 
acter of the Home at Mars, Pa., all children which cannot be 
placed in families should be sent to the Orphans’ Home at Rich- 
mond, Ind. 

At first the sentiment was strongly against the erection of 
an Orphans’ Home at Mars, Pa. It is the conviction, that the 
Christian family is the only ideal home, that no Orphans’ Home, 
however well conducted, can prove a substitute. The conviction 
is also growing more and more, that the modern arrangement 
in State and Church in vogue in many places, of directly provid- 
ing homes for children in private families, is proving more feas- 
ible and satisfactory. Experience has proven that where this 
system has obtained, the applications for children have exceeded 
the number of children on hand. This being true, a modest 
building would suffice. — 

On the other hand it was said that any system is defective, 
that the new system of providing for orphan children has not 
yet been thoroughly tested and can not be given precedence to 
a system in vogue in Christendom for so many hundred years. 
Time only would tell which plan is preferable. It is true that 
families, even Lutheran, often apply for children, which are en- 
tirely unfit to provide for them, and that others often ask for 
orphan children, not for the good of the children, but for their 
own profit. But this abuse would apply to any system. 

When, however, it was made clear that the Orphans’ Home 


at Mars, Pa., should be only a temporary home, and that Synod 
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should not be held responsible for the maintenance of the same, 
this item was adopted unanimously. 
In this connection the following resolution was adopted: 
Resolved, That the question of how we can best care and 
provide for orphans, whether at Orphans’ Homes or otherwise, 
be referred to the different Districts for discussion and to report 


the same to Synod in two years.

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PASTORS’ AND TEACHERS’ WIDOWS’ AND

REPOPT OF THE BOARD. 


To the Honorable Evangelical Lutheran Joint Synod of Ohio and Other 
States | 

In regard to the Pastors’ and Teachers’ Widows’ and Orphans’ Fund 
the Hon. Synod passed the following resolutions at Michigan City two 
years ago: 

1. “That the rule be henceforth observed that every pastor, pro- 
fessor and teacher annually contribute one per cent. of his salary to this 
fund; also that every congregation of Joint Synod hold a collection 
once in the year for the benefit of this fund; each district shall ap- 
point its own collector or treasurer, whose duty it shall be to see to 
it that this resolution be promptly and conscientiously carried into 
effect.” In as far as this plan has been faithfully executed during the 
past two years, it proved to be especially beneficial, and the treasurer 
of this fund takes pleasure in reporting the receipt of $5,979.53 for 1904 
against $4,250.81 for the year 1902. The Washington, Wisconsin and 
Minnesota Districts deserve special praise for their contributions to this 
fund. If all other districts would likewise do their duty, a double 
amount could be obtained. f 

2. Synod also decided who should be supported, and gave the 
Board definite instructions as to the administration of the fund. In order 
that these resolutions may be carried out more satisfactorily, the Board 
begs leave to present to the Hon. Synod for adoption 
port a question blank, which shall be filled out every 
applicant for support and endorsed by the respective pastor 
dent of the district to which the applicant belongs. The 
support designated for each applicant depends in the end upon 
of cash on hand, provided debts are not to be made. 

3. Such widows as have been supported heretofore on account of 
the services to the Synod of their deceased husbands rather than of 
actual need, should receive a certain sum as an annual “Honorarium” 
from the general treasury. We recommend that this be done in the case 
of Mrs. Prof. Lehmann. 

4. To meet the wishes of many, that a change in the name of the 
fund be made, we propose that it be called the “Aid Fund” of the Joint 
Synod of Ohio and other States, or as the Western District would 
prefer, The “Pension Fund” of the Evangelical Lutheran Joint Synod

REPORT OF THE BOARD. 
Cotumsus, O., August 1, 1904. 
To the Honorable Ev. Luth. Joint Synod of Ohio and Other States: 

Dear Breruren:— While preparing the tenth biennial report con- 
cerning the work of our synod on the Home Mission Field, we are re- 
minded of the words of David: “Bless the Lord, O, my soul, and forget 
not all His benefits.” Ps. 103, 2. 

During the past two years the good Lord continued to bestow His 
abundant blessings upon our efforts. This is apparent not only in the 
number of congregations which have become self-supporting within this. 
period, but also in the constantly increasing interest taken in our work on 
the part of our older, and, we dare say, especially on the part of our 
erstwhile mission congregations. This interest manifests itself in the 
ever increasing offerings for the mission cause. To God be all the praise 
and glory! 

In regard to the work done and the present standing of the same, 
we submit the following: 

ORGANIZATION. 


On the 15th of September, 1902, the board, as elected and enlarged by 
synod at Michigan City, Ind., met for the purpose of organizing. Prof. 
K. Hemminghaus was chosen Chairman, Rev. J. Beck, treasurer of the 
Mission Funds; Rev. W. L. Spielmann, treasurer of the Building Fund; 
Rev. J. H. Schneider, secretary and Prof. A. Pflueger and Prof. S. A. 
Singer, auditing committee. In order, as much as possible, to avoid special 
meetings of the board, an Executive Committee, composed of Prof. K. 
Hemminghaus, Rev. W. L. Spielmann and Rev. J. H. Schneider, was 
appointed. 

CHANGES. 


Owing to a lack of time, Prof. S. A. Singer, soon after the organ- 
ization of the board, found it necessary to resign as a member of the 
same. In his place Rev. P. F. Hein, with the approval of the Hon. Gen- 
eral President, was elected. He accepted the position under the condi- 
tion that his term continue only until the next meeting of the Joint Synod. 
A severe nervous trouble prevented Rev. J. Beck from attending the 
meetings of the board. When, finally, he was able again to come, he 
was constrained to resign his treasuryship. Rev. P. F. Hein was elected 
to fill this vacancy. Synod certainly owes a debt of gratitude to Rev.

The Board endeavored to carry out, as best it could, the resolutions 
of Joint Synod, touching the increasing of the missionaries’ salaries, call- 
ing of mission teachers, and carrying out, in our mission congregations, 
of synod’s practice over against the lodge members. It was not a difficult 
task to increase the salaries of our missionaries, seeing that the friends 
of our cause furnished the means, and the missionaries were quite ready 
to accept the increase in support. In several cases arrangements were 
made to call a teacher, but, for one reason or another, the undertaking was 
in no instance carried through. 

Inquiries were made of a number of missionaries as to the position 
taken by their congregations against lodges. Some, who desired it, were 
advised how to proceed in dealing with lodge members inside or outside 
of the congregation” In reply to repeated requests to this effect, the Board. 
gave the following as its understanding of synod’s position over against 
the lodge:

REPORT OF THE et aes COMMITTEE AS ADOPTED BY 


1. With gratitude to our merciful Father, we note with 
pleasure the rich blessings which have attended our missionary 
efforts during the past biennium, and exclaim with the Mission 
Board in the words of the Psalmist: “Bless the Lord, O my 
soul, and forget not all His benefits.” 

2. To expedite business, the appointment of an Executive 
Committee by the Board was certainly a wise move, and we sanc- 
tion it. 

3. a) We regret that Rev. J. Beck was necessitated to 


resign as Treasurer of the Board, and we move a vote of thanks 
for his efficient and faithful services. 


b) We recommend that Rev. Spielman’s term shall end 
in 1908. 

c) Your committee suggests that the constitution be so 
amended as to have seven members on the Board instead of five. 

4. We rejoice that 17 mission points have become self-sup- 
porting and 22 new fields opened. While we regret that three 
fields had to be abandoned, yet we must acknowledge: “The 
Lord has done great things for us, whereof we are glad.” 
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5. We regret that there are so many vacancies and so many 
new fields which could not be occupied, which should urge us to 
labor more zealously to secure more laborers for the Lord’s 
vineyard. 

6. We urge the Mission Board not to lose sight of the 
Slovak mission, and recommend that Synod endeavor to secure 
students from the Gottes Kasten, Germany, if necessary. 

7. We rejoice that the Mission Board was able to raise the 
salaries of the missionaries, and hope that this may continue until 
our missionaries may be guaranteed a living salary. 

8. We commend the Mission Board in carrying out the 
resolutions of Synod respecting Mission Schools, and recommend 
a continuation of the same. 

9. We commend the Board for enforcing the resolutions of 
Synod respecting Secret Societies, and urge them to continue 
so to do. 

10. We sanction the petition of the Board that mission- 
aries be not called from their fields until those having the calling 
in charge, have first consulted the Board. 

11. We sanction the action of the Board in dividing the 
treasury so that one man has charge of the Mission Funds 
proper and another of the Church Building Fund. We move that 
the salaries per annum be as follows: Treasurer of Mission 
Fund, $100.00; Treasurer of Building Fund, $75.00, and Secre- 
tary, $100.00; to be paid out of the Mission Treasury. 

12. We urge the several Districts to see that Synod’s reso- 
lution requiring congregations and missions to petition for the 
amount of support for their pastor, be strictly enforced. 

13. We sanction the petition of the Mission Board author- 
izing our Publication Board to furnish a limited number of copies 
of our church papers to missionaries, to be distributed gratu- 
itously when making pastoral visits. 

14. We advise the Mission Board to abide by its rule, so 
far as practicable, not to loan money except on first mortgage ; 
and ask Rev. J. R. Lauritzen to purchase a lot, so as to be able 
to comply with this rule.

Our Synod does not only take a greater interest in home mission 
work from year to year, according to the apostle's word, especially to 
those who are of the household of faith, but also heeds the Mace- 
donian cry of the poor heathen, Come over and help us. And this so 
much the more, since everywhere there is an open door given us in 
order that the voice of the seventh angel in Holy Revelation may more 
and more become true: The kingdoms of the world are become the 
kingdoms of the Lord and His Christ, and He shall reign from everlast- 
ing to everlasting.

FOREIGN MISSIONS. 


1. We rejoice that our Foreign Mission Fund has been so 
well remembered, and we urge all contributors, for the sake of 
order, to forward all moneys through the Foreign Mission 
Treasury. 

2. We move a vote of thanks to Treasurer J. G. Butz for 

3. We welcome the presence of Pastor Karl Roebbelen, a 
representative of the Hermannsburg Mission Society, and hope 
that his sojourn with us will be mutually beneficial. 

4. In respect to our relation with the Hermannsburg Mis- 
sion Society we submit the following: 

a) That we continue our support of the Hermannsburg 
Mission Society. 

b) That for the present we do not undertake to establish 
an independent mission. : 

c) That to awaken greater interest, Synod may request 
the Hermannsburg Mission Society to assign stations in a dis- 
trict that will afford facilities for expansion, and eventually admit 
of the establishment of an independent mission. 

d) That the ‘management for the present remain under the 
control of the Hermannsburg Mission Society. 

e) That the Hermannsburg Mission Society be obliged to 
submit, once a year, regular and full reports of these stations and 
of the Hermannsburg Mission Society work in general, and that 
a report of the important actions and resolutions of the Directors 
be expected. 

f) That our Synod be entitled to representation at the meet- 
ing of the Board. 
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ACTION OF SYNOD ON THE SAME. . 

Items 1-3 adopted. 

Item 4, respecting the establishing of independent foreign 
mission stations, evoked considerable discussion. Rev. Karl 
Roebbelen, a representative of the Hermannsburg Mission So- 
ciety, was now granted an opportunity to address Synod upon 
this matter. He presented the greetings of the Hermannsburg 
Mission Society, and expressed his joy that our Synod was mani- 
festing more and more interest in foreign mission work. He 
stated that the Hermannsburg Mission Society was ready and 
willing to cite us fields of labor, where they had already begun 
work and where our moneys for foreign missions could be espe- 
cially applied, but would retain the full supervision over such 
fields regarding finances, government, etc., and in all questions 
arising would retain the right to give the final decision. He 
also stated that they would gladly send us reports from such 
fields regarding the conditions, government, progress and admin- 
istration of finances, but that such reports could not be sent to 
us directly from the fields, but would have to pass through the 
hands of the Hermannsburg Mission Society. The Society would 
also welcome a representative from our Synod at the meeting of 
their Board. Further, he gave a brief explanation of the rela- 
tion of the Hermannsburg Mission Society and the State Church 
in Germany. 

Rev. Roebbelen’s address was followed by a lengthy and 
lively discussion of the whole situation. The desire, however, 
to begin foreign mission work on our own responsibility at some 
future time, became more and more apparent and recognized. 
Yet for the present it was decided that we continue to support 
the Hermannsburg Mission Society, with the understanding that 
they cite us certain fields of labor, where our moneys are to be 
especially applied. 

Item 4 a-f adopted. 

To carry out these resolutions, it was resolved, that the Hon. 
President appoint a committee of five members, who shall or- 
ganize themselves as a Board of Foreign Missions. Upon mo- 
tion the Hon. President and Treasurer of Foreign Missions were 
to be members of this board. The remaining members of this 
board, appointed by the President, are: Prof. K. Hemminghaus, 
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Prof. E. Pfeiffer, Pastor C. C. Hein; (advisory, 22 
ence, Pastors E. A. Boehme and E. Schulz.)

Dear BrerHren — Herewith your Board for Negro Missions presents 
its report for the past two years of its work. By the grace of God we 
have been enabled to meet the difficulties which this work presents, 
and have made some progress. 

A. The work in Baltimore has not been as prosperous as we desire 
doctrines can not be in vain. 

t pleased God in His wisdom to remove from his field of labor 
Rev. N. Carter, by death. The mission served by him has been in charge 
ral pastors of the Baltimore Local Conference. 

By the death of his father, Marmaduke Carter, who has been a student 

Capital University, discontinued his studies and has undertaken the 
support of the family. The Board proposed to care for the family and 
continue the young man at school, but our proposition thus far has not 
met with the family’s approval.

To its own support the congregation has contributed in the past two 


years the sum of $142.75. 
B. St. Mark’s Congregation, Charlotte, N. C.— Rev. W. P. Phifer, 


pastor, has been supported in maintaining its church and school for the 
past two years. The pastor reports: 


Financial contributions of the congregation, $127.72. 


By resolution this congregation agrees to pay $170 per year toward 
their own support. Rev. W. P. Phifer has been called by the Board to 


take charge of St. Philip's congregation in Baltimore, and the call has 
been accepted. 
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The work in the South is more promising, and your Board proposes 
to pursue the work in that section more aggressively. It was resolved to 
call a man for the whole field, as superintendent, and the call has been 
twice extended, but we have not yet been successful. We petition Synod to 
approve our course and to render us assistance in selecting a man for 
this work. 

Convinced of the fact that successful work can only be done with 
preachers of the colored race to missionate among their own people, 
we suggest to Joint Synod the establishment of a school in the South 
for the education of young men of the negro race for the ministry. The 
Superintendent to be called is also to be the teacher of our proposed 
school.

3. Further, that the Board be authorized to make arrange- 
ments for the instruction of colored students for the ministry.

’ REPORT OF THE BOARD. 


Betovep BrerHreN-ANp FAtHers: — When we come before you this 
time to give account of the stewardship entrusted to us, it is with the pro- 
foundest gratitude to God who has so abundantly blessed our efforts in 
His name. Our work is not only difficult but very expensive, the latter 
because it must be carried on in large centers of population where the 
rates of living are high, and where the pitiful appeals of distress cannot 
always be ignored. 

We are sorry that we cannot yet report a mission with all the auxil- 
iaries necessary to efficient work. But we ought to be thankful for what 
the Lord has enabled us to do. Our president in addition to his parish 
work, has given a good deal of attention to the evangelization of Israel. In 
summer he preaches in the open air to crowds of Jews, and in the winter 
he gives instruction to such inquirers as are willing to search the Scrip- 
tures concerning the Christ of God. 

The most hopeful and far reaching phase of our work is 


‘THE DISSEMINATION OF eis MISSION ARY LITERATURE. 


One hundred copies of the missionary paper, called “Berith Am,” are 
spread monthly among the Jews. 

Fifty copies of a similar paper, called Dibre Hayumim“ are dis- 
tributed bi-monthly. 
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By the grace of God, we have been enabled to supply a real want in 
the shape of missionary literature for cultured Jews speaking English: 

1. “The Jewish View,” a booklet of 47 pages, appeared in two ecli- 
tions of 3,000 and 5,000 copies each, doing excellent work for Christ. 

2. “An Open Letter,” was published in 3,000 copies, and the edition 
is exhausted. 

8. “Reform Judaism and Primitive Christianity,” is published in 3,000 
copies and is being distributéd throughout the land. 

4. “Eine Unterredung mit Juden,” is being published in a second 
edition. | 

5. Das rechte Verhalten, a pamphlet to enlighten the conscience 
of the Christian with regard to Jewish missions, has appeared in a second 
edition of 3,000 copies. Friends of Israel in Germany and Russia helped 
to spread the first edition in the countries named. 500 copies of The 
Jewish View,” found their way into the hands of cultured Jews in Eng- 


have helped His cause by their cooperation. 


BAPTISMS. 


Two sons of Israel were led to the Lord in holy baptism. Others 
who desired baptism after previous instruction could not be admitted for 
different reasons. . 

The wife of a German merchant whom we baptized last year and 
whose faith she at first bitterly opposed, will soon be baptized herself, if 
God spares us. 

We conclude with the conviction that the laborers are few, whilst 
the harvest is great; we therefore call upon the brethren to 
Lord of the harvest to send laborers into the harvest. Rev. O. S. Ogles- 
by’s term of office expires this year.

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PUBLICATION MATTERS. 


REPORT OF THE PUBLICATION BOARD. 
To the Honorable Evangelical Lutheran Joint Synod of Ohio and Other 
States: 
Dear Breturen — Your Board on Publication herewith submits its 


tenth biennial report: 


1. We are glad to be able to report that during the past two years 
the Lord has again prospered this institution of Synod under the ef- 
ficient management of Mr. F. J. Heer. There have been no business 
reverses nor accidents endangering life or property, and encouraging 
progress has been made in the various departments of the business. It 
is to the Lord that we owe these favors. 

2. The Board, as constituted by the election at the convention of 
Synod in 1902, met for the first time on September 30, 1902, and or- 
ganized by electing Rev. S. P. Long, President; J. Sheatsley, Secretary; 
Profs. Stellhorn and Pfeiffer and Dr. Charles Cooperrider, Exec- 
utive Committee; and Profs. Pflueger, Leonard and Singer, Auditing 
Committee. At the meeting of February 3, 1903, Rev. S. P. Long handed 
in his resignation as member of the Board. The resignation was ac- 
cepted and Rev. C. C. Hein, of Columbus, Ohio, was appointed in 
his’ stead. Prof. Pfeiffer was then elected Chairman of the Board. 


8. December 12, 1902, the editorial staff of the Kirchenseitung pe- 


titioned the Board for an increase of salary for the various editors. The 


Board did not feel authorized to grant such increase, but decided to 
refer the matter to Joint Synod. It is accordingly herewith referred to 
you. 


4. In regard to the complete ministerial list in the English almanac, 
the Board thinks that we might possibly enter into combination with 
some other Lutheran publication houses for the purpose of getting out 
such a list in common at much less cost than is incurred by the present 
arrangement. This list could then be used for the entire edition or only 


for a small special edition. If the Board found such an arrangement 


feasible, would Synod offer any objection? 

5. The resolution of Joint Synod that the revised text of the Eng- 
lish catechism be first published in the Standard previous to discussion 
thereof by the District Synods, was overlooked by the Board until too 
late to bring the matter properly before this body at this session. The 
text, however, was published in the Standard early in the spring of the 
present year. 

In this connection we suggest that it be made the duty of the 
secretary of Synod to call the attention of Boards or District Synods, 
in a direct and official manner, to all resolutions of Joint Synod that 
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are to be acted on during the biennium. This would tend to insure 


the prompt carrying out of all such resolutions. 

6. Text Book Committee — This committee has made no report to 
the Board during the past two years. , 

7. Sunday School Literature — In regard to the graded series of 
text books for Sunday Schools, some progress has been made. Steps 
have been taken toward securing a series of 104 large colored charts 
and also a new Bible History (English first). Progress in- these mat- 
ters must necessarily be slow, especially on account of there being no 
settled consensus of opinion as to what is best. 

8. A German Primary Paper—A number of requests have come 
in to the Board during the past year for a German paper for little folks. 
corresponding to the English “Primary Lesson Paper.” The Board 
herewith refers the question of publishing such a paper to Synod. 

9 Unsettled Accounts — The Board reports that in spite of earnest 
efforts to carry out the resolution of Synod with reference to the collection 
of accounts, both on the part of the Board and of the manager, such 
accounts have increased during the last two years. 

10. As to separating the book department from the rest of the 
Concern, the Board did not see any sufficient reason for doing so during 
the past two years. 

11. Elections The following elections are necessary at this con- 
vention of Synod: Manager for two years; members of Board: suc- 
cessors to Prof. E. Pfeiffer, Rev. H. P. Dannecker, Teacher L. R Riedel, 
all for the term of six years; editors of the periodicals for the term 
of two years: Theological Zeitblaetter, Theological Magazine, Kirchen- 
seitung, Standard, Kinderfreude, Lutheran Child’s Paper and Little Mis-

REPORT OF THE EDITORS OF THE LUTHERISCHE 
KIRCHE NZEITUNG. 


Again we look back upon a time of joint labor, comprising two years. 
In true harmony we have devoted ourselves to this work: for this pur- 
pose we have held several editorial meetings, each on his part endeavoring 
to edit the Kirchenzeitung to the welfare of the Church, and the best 
interests of synod. To our own satisfaction, we can report the following 
result: the number of subscribers has increased from 5,585 in the year 
1902, to 6,243 in the year 1904, the net gain from $3,153.21 reported two 
years ago, to $3,385.79 for the time from June 1, 1902, to June 1, 1904. 
(Nearly $6,000 outstanding, counting to Jan. 1, 1905.) We gratefully 
acknowledge that the number of pastors who work for the circulation 
of the Kirchenzeitung, in their respective congregations, is growing, and 
sincerely hope that their number may continue to increase. 

Only one request the Editors submit for deliberation to Synod, to-wit: 
that they be granted the right to send the Kirchenzeitung, upon request, 
gratis to hospitals, public reading rooms and like institutions, where it is 
to be anticipated that it will be read and prove a blessing. Again we 
would ask for information about the resolution, forbidding the mention- 
ing of individual names in the receipts. The resolution is being continu- 
ally transgressed, as seems to us, more upon request of pastors, than 
of individual contributors. It should éither be lived up to or rescinded; 


the rescission. however, might have the result that at times whole pages 


will be filled with receipts, where otherwise columns would suffice. — 
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We find such extended receipts in very few other Church papers. To 
read the list of individual contributors in the respective churches, if so 
desired, would be more appropriate.

REPORT OF THE EDITORS OF THE LUTHERAN 
STANDARD. 


To the Honorable Joint Synod of Ohio and Other States: 

As editors of the Lutheran Standard we desire to say that we have 
endeavored to perform the duties assigned us, and that during the past 
two years the paper has appeared with its usual promptness and regu- 
larity. We gratefully acknowledge the hearty co-operation of many 
brethren, and hereby tender our sincere thanks to all who have seconded 
our efforts. 

its present circulation is 3,691, being a net gain of 369 since the last 
report as against a net gain of 212 during the preceding biennium. The 
circulation of the paper should be much larger than it is, but the rate 
of increase, as shown by the above figures, is improving, and the reports 
from year to year show that the Standard is steadily gaining ground. 

Its financial condition is less encouraging; according to the books 
it has incurred a loss of $308.07 during the last two years. Of this 
amount, $71.05 constitutes the shortage for the present year. The paper 
now has subscribers enough to carry it along without financial loss, but 
there is so much tardiness in the payment of subscriptions that it is 
unable to meet expenses. Subscriptions are supposed to be paid in ad- 
vance, but reckoning to January 1, 1905, there is now an arrearage of 
more than $4,000. Prompt payment would save the Standard a great deal 
of unnecessary labor and expense, and place it upon a sound financial 
basis. 

Whilst the Standard does not seem to be so successful financially. 
it is doing a work which cannot be expressed in dollars and cents; its 
influences are felt in every department of our church work, and in many 
ways it is yielding Synod a large return. The church papers have been 
a great factor in Synod’s remarkable growth, and it is our convic- 
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tion that Synod should take a much deeper interest in the welfare of: 
these periodicals, and devise more liberal things in their behalf. 


REPORT OF THE PRELIMINARY COMMITTEE. 


I. 1) This committee rejoices with the Publication Board! 
at the prosperity of our Book Concern, and joins with it in thanks. 
to God for the measure of success attained, as also for His pro- 
tection to life and property. 

2) We aleo wish to ekgetes cbt very sppréciation of 
the efficient management of Mr. F. J. Heer, to whose energetic 
work is so largely due the success of the Book Concern. As an 
evidence of this appreciation, and in view of the inadequate 
salary which Mr. Heer receives, we recommend that his salary 
be increased from $1,200.00 to $1,800.00. 

3) The statement of the financial condition of the Book 
Concern, accompanying the report of the Board, and certified to. 
by the auditing committee, shows the following : 

a. The cash value of the entire amount of business done 
by the Concern during the two years, from June 1, 1902, to 
June 1, 1904, amounted to $213,172.36. On this there was a net 
profit of $18,679.71. Annen 
the reduction of the debt of the Concern. 

b. This debt, at the last meeting of Joint Synod, amounted! 
to $47,207.95, and ‘has been reduced to $33,639.58. 

c. Ten per cent. of the net profit of the Concern, or $1,- 
868,00. was set aside for the German Professorship at Capital! 
University, according to the direction of Joint Synod at its last. 
d. The total value of the Book Concern, consisting of 
merchandise, machinery, furniture, real estate, book accounts, 
and cash, amounts to $136,311.58, leaving a net capital employed’ 
of $102,672.00. This, the Committee believes, is a very credit- 
able showing, and one for which Synod has reason to be 
thankful. 
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II. We concur in the action of the Board with respect to 

the resignation of Rev. S. P. Long, and the election of Rev. C. 
C. Hein as his successor. 
III. a) With respect to the petition of the editors of the 
Kirchenseitung for an increase of salary, we recommend that the 
salary of the chief editor, both of the Kirchenzeitung and Stand- 
ard, be increased to $150.00 per annum, and that the associate 
editors of each paper be given $50.00 per annum. This resolu- 
tion to take effect from January 1, 1905. | 

b) With respect to the resolutions of the Nominating Com- 
mittee looking to the appointment of an editor, who shall re- 
move to Columbus, and devote his whole time to the Kirchen- 
zeitung, which resolutions were referred to this committee by 
the General President, we consider that, desirable as this move 
may be in itself, there are difficulties in the way of carrying it 
into effect, and, therefore, cannot recommend it to Synod. 

IV. a) We recommend that if it be found financially prof- 
itable, our Board join with other like Publishing Houses in the 
preparation and publication of the general clerical list. 

b) We further recommend that a limited edition only of 
our English Almanac contain this full list, with the same reading 
matter, and that this edition be sold at an advanced price. 

V. We regret that the Board failed to attend to the publi- 
cation of the revised text of the English Catechism in time for 
the action of the various Districts. We recommend that such 
publication be again ordered, notwithstanding the fact that such 
publication has recently been made. 

VI. This committee desires to inquire why the Text-book 
Committee has made no report? 

VII. We note with pleasure that at least some progress has 
been made in the preparation of the series of graded Sunday 
school text-books. 

It affords special pleasure to note that the necessary steps 
have been taken toward securing the publication of such a fine 
series of colored charts for our Sunday schools. 

VIII. With respect to the request for a Primary Paper in 
the German language, corresponding to the English Primary 
Paper, your committee is of the opinion that there does not seem 
publication. 
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IX. The accounts receivable of the Book Concern, by which 
is meant the unsettled Book accounts of the same, amount now 
to the sum of $18,278.33, which is an increase of $4,561.14 dur- 
ing the last two years. 

In the judgment of the committee this is not an unreason- 
able amount to have outstanding, considering the amount of busi- 
ness done. The greater part of these debts are what are known 
as live accounts, and are due from pastors of Synod, from con- 
gregations, Sunday sols, and District Synods. With regard 
to those accounts that are of some years’ standing, the committee 
recommends that Synod ask the different Districts to urge their 
respective pastors and congregations to settle their accounts with 
the Book Concern more promptly than has been done hitherto. 
Attention ought to be called to the fact that the Book Concern 
is obliged to pay interest on the money it needs to borrow, whereas 
if all these accounts, as also the money due the Concern on sub- 
scriptions to periodicals were promptly cashed the debt could 
be paid, and the interest account saved. 

X. Your committee considers that the action of the Publi- 
cation Board in not separating the book department from the 
remainder of the Concern was prudent, as we think it ill-advised 
to carry out, at present, the action of Synod. 

XI. This committee calls the attention of Synod to the fact 
that during the biennium 112,550 copies of forty different publi- 
cations have been printed, not including periodical literature. 

XII. Periodicals. 

a) We note with pleasure the increased circulation of the 
Kirchenseitung and gratefully acknowledge the able manner in 
which the paper-has been edited. And consequently deplore the 
determination of the editor-in-chief to decline a re-election to the 
editorial staff, and move a vote of thanks for his efficient and 
faithful services. 

b) We second the request of the editors of the Kirchen- 
seitung to be permitted to send the Kirchenzeitung, without cost, 
to hospitals, public reading rooms, and the like, where it will be 
welcomed. We further suggest that the Standard be included 
in this proposition. 

c) With respect to the request of the editors of the Kirchen- 
geitung for information concerning the resolution of Synod for- 
bidding the publication of the names of individuals in a congre- 
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gational contribution, we recommend that the resolution be strietly 
observed, and that this rule apply also to the Standard. 


XIII. The attention of this committee has been called to 
the fact that there exists a discrepancy between the constitution 
and the practice of Synod with respect to the membership of the 
Publication Board. The former requires that the Board be con- 
stituted of four pastors, three laymen, besides one teacher. 
Whereas, in practice, Joint Synod has invariably elected five pas- 
tors, and but two laymen. We propose to Synod that the con- 
stitution be made to conform to the practice of Synod. 

XIV. The Lutheran Standard. 


a) Wecommend the efforts of the editors of the Standard 
in their endeavor to make this paper more efficient, and note with 
pleasure that there has been a steady increase in circulation. 

b) Greater efforts should be put forth to enlarge the circu- 
lation of our church papers, so that they may exert a still wider 
influence. 

XV. With respect to the resolution of the First English 
District concerning a change in the Theological Magazine, we 
recommend that it be left in the hands of a chief editor, but that 
he be urged, as far as possible, to cover the fields proposed; 
namely, that of exegetical, historical, systematical, and practical 
theology. 


Eastern District, asking for the publication of a satisfactory 


pocket liturgy, in both languages, be complied with; that a com- 


petent committee of three pastors be appointed to prepare such 
manuscripts for publication. 

b) With regard to the request of the same District to have 
the Passion History published in all hymnals, we recommend that 
this be done. 


XVII. The committee approves of the addition of a school 
department in the Kirchenseitung, believing it will do much good, 
provided it be conducted in a popular manner.

REPORT OF THE GENERAL INSTITUTION TREASURER. 


To the Evangelical Lutheran Joint Synod of Ohio and Other States: 


BretHren — Herewith is submitted to your honorable body a bi- 
ennial report of the general institution treasury for the term ending 
June 30, 1904. 

The collections for the past two years have increased over those 
of the two years previous. The amount received from 1900-1902, exclud- 
ing the Jubilee Fund, was $46,324.48, while during the current term 
$56,153.28 was raised for general institution expenses, making a difference 
of $9,828.80 in favor of the past term. . 

The salaries have all been paid up to July 1, 1904, and while some 
of the institutions in their reports state that they did not receive their 
full appropriation, the General Treasurer finds that each has a small 
balance left. We are of the opinion that it is the duty of this treasury 

to supply all that is necessary and if the appropriation is not all needed, 
ar. should be expended that is not absolutely necessary and the in- 
stitutions are to be congratulated upon the fact of remaining within the 
appropriations. 

While the debt of the General Treasury has been increased, the 


been during the incumbency of the present treasurer, but Synod has 
now reached the point when the loans made for the General Treasury 
can be cancelled gradually and in the near future materially reduce the 
debt. To do this, the utmost economy must be practiced. 


GERMAN PROFESSORSHIP FUND.

REPORT OF THE PRELIMINARY COMMITTEE. 
I. FINANCES. 


a. 1) From the report of the General President we find 
that during the last term of office he has again received a num- 
ber of scholarships, annuities, etc., for our Synod. The scholar- 
ships at present amount to $48,800.00. 

22) The papers and documents of the J. A. Schulze and Austin 
Cooperrider estates, which have been administered by the General 
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President, have been examined and found correct. (The A. C. 
Fund amounts to about $20,000.00, and the interest is to be 
paid to the Church Building Board Treasury). 

3) We recommend a vote of thanks to the General President 
for his work in this direction. 

4) We are glad to see that the Baughman Professorship 
Fund now amounts to $25,000.00. Brother Baughman and wife 
deserve the thanks of Synod. 

b. 1) We note that the receipts of the Institution een 
amount to $56,153.28 during the last two years, which is $9,828.50 
more than from 1900-1902. We should not forget to urge our 
congregations to continue in such progress. 

2) According to resolution of Joint Synod ten per cent. of 
the net proceeds of our Book Concern have been credited to a 
German Professorship Fund, amounting to $1,868.00. 

3) With regret we notice that, although our collections for 
the Institution Treasury show a marked improvement, our synod- 
ical debt has increased to the amount of $6,975.00. 

4) We recommend that this honorable body extend its hearty 
thanks to our Treasurer, Mr. F. J. Heer, for his long and faithful 
services. 

c. 1) The report of the Treasurer of Synod, Mr. C. Nagel, 
has been audited and found correct. 

2) The total receipts of this treasury were $1,691.95. The 
indebtedness of the various Districts amounts to $300.04. 

3) We hope that the various Districts will, in the future, 
discharge their obligations more faithfully. 

d. 1) The books and documents of the Board of Aids have 
been audited and found correct. Total receipts were $5,979.53; 
disbursements, $5.717.76. 

2) We suggest that hereafter the Board of Aids see to it 
that their books be audited by a committee before the session 


of Synod. 

e. 1) For Foreign Missions Synod has spent $9,499.84 dur- 
ing the last two years. Of this sum $8,808.40 was sent to Her- 
mannsburg, $618.22 to the famine-stricken in Finland, and $73.22 
to Missionary Shabaz. 

2) We also wish to bring to the attention of Synod that 
Treasurer Butz desires to be relieved of his office as Foreign 
Missionary Treasurer. We regret to hear of Rev. Butz’s resig- 
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nation and herewith express our hearty thanks for so many years 
of faithful service. 
f. Regarding Jewish Missions we would ask if it is advis- 
able that the President of the Board be the missionary himself? 
g. We wish to ask: 1) Whether the resolution of Joint 
Synod, that all administration of synodical properties shall be 
managed by a committee, has been carried out? 
if 2) Have the scholarships intended for particular institutions 
1 been turned over to such institutions?

REPORT OF THE PRELIMINARY COMMITTEE. 


1. We recommend a careful consideration of the President’s 
address. Especially concerning the second last item of the ad- 
dress, we hope that our beloved Lutheran Church more and more 
realizes the fact that she is the salt of the earth and the Light 
of the world, and that she more and more performs this God- 
given duty without in any way endangering her peculiar charac- 
ter and without neglecting her first duty towards those who are 
of the same household of faith — and this all, in a God-pleasing 
unity of the faith. To this end we recommend a more extensive 
distribution of Lutheran tracts in the language of the land and 
the establishing of missions among those who are not under 
church influences. 

2. Your committee recommends the publication of a Synod- 
ical Manual, with the conditions recommended by Dr. C. H. L. 
Schuette.

The committee on Final Revision of English Hymnal met at the call 
of Dr. C. H. L. Schuette on May 4, 1904, at the Lutheran Book Concern, 
and performed the work assigned, as specified in the Joint Synod Minutes 
of 1902, pages 108 and 104.

To the Honorable Joint Synod of Ohio and Other States: 

Your committee, appointed by the First English District to revise 
our English order of morning service, including the communion, and 
herewith sub- 
mit the result of their labors. 


REVISED MORNING SERVICE. 


Each worshiper, at the proper time taking his place in the church, should 
offer a silent prayer, first for himself and then for the minister, continuing in 
reverent devotion until the service begins. 


Minister: In the name of the Father, and of the Son, and of the 


Minister : Let us confess our sins unto God and pray for forgiveness. 
for Christ's sake. If we say that we have no sin, we deceive ourselves, 
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and the truth is not in us. If we confess our sins, he is faithful and just 
to forgive our sins, and to cleanse us from all unrighteousness. Let us 
therefore make confession unto God, saying: 


I, a poor sinner, confess unto God, the Almighty, my Creator and 
Redeemer, not only that I have sinned in thought, word, and deed, but 
also that I was conceived and born in sin, so that my whole nature and 
‘being in His sight deserve temporal and eternal punishment. Wherefore 


merciful to me, a sinner! 


LONG FORM. 


Minister: Dearly Beloved! The Holy Scriptures declare, that when 
the wicked man turneth away, etc., through Thy blessed Son, our Mediator 
and Redeemer.

6. The parish of Shelbyville, III., requests Synod that it 
be allowed to sever its connection with the Wisconsin District, 
which does not publish English minutes, and join the Western 
District, the pastor, however, to continue his connection with the 
Mt. Olive Conference. A similar request is made by the Philo 
congregation. We recommend that their requests be granted. 

7. The congregation of Shelbyville, III., requests Joint 
Synod to instruct the authorities of Wernle Orphans’ Home to 
publish annually, in our church papers, a list of the names, ages 
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and former residences of all the inmates of the aforesaid home, 
and whether one or both parents are dead. We recommend that 
once a year a complete report of the Orphans’ Home be published 
in our church papers. 

8. We have in our hands a communication from the Frie- 
den’s congregation, Galion, Ohio, requesting Synod to change the 
time of the meetings of the Northern District from October to 
a time not later than August, in order that the parochial school 
teachers can attend the sessions of the District Synod during 
their vacation. We recommend that said congregation be re- 


ferred to its own District. 


9g. We have in our hands a communication from the Massa- 
chusetts Commission for International Justice, together with a 
copy of a resolution passed by the General Conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, assembled at Los Angeles, Cal., in 
which Synod is requested to consider the outrages perpetrated in 
the Congo Free State upon the natives, and that suitable resolu- 
tions upon this subject be forwarded to Congress, petitioning 
them to investigate the charges made, and if found to be sus- 
tained, to intercede for them. We recommend that such a peti- 
tion be sent to Congress and a copy of the same be forwarded to 
the Massachusetts Commission for International Justice.

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F. GAVEL OF SYNOD. 


At the opening of Synod, Rev. H. J. Schuh presented to 
Synod, in the name of Rev. C. V. Sheatsley, a gavel made from 
oak wood taken from a building in which a number of pioneer 
Lutheran pastors met on the 18th of October, 1812, and formed 
the nucleus of our Synod. The gavel bears the inscription: 
“Weygandt Parsonage. Washington Co., Pa. Cradle of the 
Ohio Synod. 1812.” Rev. E. A. Boehme, then presiding chair- 
man, responded, and in the name of Synod thanked the kind 
donor for this valuable relic, and expressed the hope that the 
firmness of the wood from which the gavel is made, might sym- 
bolize our firmness to the Word of Ged and the doctrines of 
our Church. 

Mees, who were appointed to 
draft suitable resolutions pertaining to this matter, reported as 
follows: 

We recommend for adoption the following resolutions: 

1. The Honorable Synod considers this as a very happy thought 
to commemorate the services of the faithful pioneers in the foundation of 
the Lutheran Church in the western section of our land.

The reasons which induce Christians to organize synodical bodies are 
as follows: 
I. The will of God that the “manifestation of the Spirit may be 
given to every man, to profit withal.” 1 Cor. 12, 4-31. 
; The example of the Apostolic Church. Acts 15, 1-31. 
The preservation and promotion of unity in the pure faith (Eph. 
; 1 Cor. 1, 10), and a united warfare against everything opposed 
s faith Rom.

The common extension of the kingdom of God (missions) and the

\ CHAPTER II. 
CONFESSION OF SYNOD. 
—— Synod accepts all the canonical writings of the Old and New Testa - 
ments as the written Word of God, and the only rule and guide of faith 
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and life, and also all the Symbolical books of the Evangelical Lutheran 
Church as the pure and unadulterated explanation and exposition of the 
Word of God, namely: Thé Apostles’, the Nicene and the Athanasian 
Creed, the Unaltered Augsburg Confession, the Apology of the same, the 
Smalcald Articles, Dr. Luther’s Smaller and Larger Catechism, and the 
Formula of Concord. 

CHAPTER III. 


Pastors and congregations desiring to become members of this Synod 
and to remain in connection with it, must: 

a) Accept without exception all the Canonical Books of the Old 
and New Testaments, as a whole and in all their parts, as the divinely 
inspired and revealed Word of God, and must submit to this only infalli- 
ble judge in all matters of faith and life. 

b) They must also, without reservation accept all the Symbolical 
Books of the Evangelical Lutheran Church, as named in Chapter II, not 
so far as but because they are the pure, unadulterated explanation and 
exposition of the Word of God. On the paft of congregations a similar 
recognition of Luther’s Smaller Catechism and of the Unaltered Augs- 
burg Confession will be sufficient. 

c) They must renounce all kinds of unionism and syncretism, such 
as: Pastoral ministrations to heterodox or mixed congregations as such; 
exchange of pulpits and altar fellowship with errorists, participation in 
the worship and sacramental acts of such congregations; taking part in 
the missionary and tract operations of errorists and unionists, and also 
secret societies and the like. 

4) The pastors must have a regular, not a temporary call from 
their congregations, and the latter must elect their delegates regularly. 

¢) They must also promise, as it is the duty of Christians, to pro- 
vide their children with Christian schooling, and for this reason to labor 
zealously for the establishment and maintenance of Christian parochial 
schools. 
f) If strangers to the Synod they shall be required to furnish satis- 
factory testimonials in regard tu their faith and life. 


CHAPTER IV. 


REGULATIONS IN REGARD TO THE EXTERNAL ORGANIZATION OF SYNOD. 


1. Those congregations and ministers of the Church who unite in 


this orgahization constitute Synod. Uniting with Synod shall take place 
through the District Synods mentioned hereafter. 

2. The assembled Synod shall consist of delegates (pastors, lay 
delegates and teachers) elected on the basis of one each for every ten. 
Every district shall be entitled to at least two delegates. Fractions of ten, 
and consisting of at least five, shall be entitled to ome delegate; fractions 
of ten. and consisting of less than five, shall be apportioned to other groups 
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of congregations. The manner of electing the delegates shall be de- 
termined by the by-laws. , 

§ 3. Voting members are all pastors and lay-delegates, who have 
been duly elected; teachers are only advisory members. It is left to the 
districts to entitle the teachers to vote in said districts. Advisory mem- 
bers are further all other members of Synod present; the following 
members are required to be present at every meeting of the Delegate 
Synod as advisory members: The presidents of the District Synods, 
the theological professors, the dean and president of Capital University, 
the director of the Teachers’ Seminary, the wardens of all eleemosynary 
institutions and the presidents of the different boards of Synod. The 
Synod as such is divided into District Synods, whose geographical boun- 
daries are fixed and may also be changed by Joint Synod. | 

$4. Joint Synod shall assemble every two years as a Delegate Synod. 
District Synods shall meet once a year, but at different times. In the 
Delegate Synod, as also in the District Synods, one-third (4) of the voting 
members shall constitute a quorum. 4 | 

§5. The Delegate Synod, as also the District Synods, shall elect 
at every regular meeting from among its members by an absolute ma- 
jority one President, one Vice President (Joint Synod two), one Secretary 
(Joint Synod one German and one English Secretary) and one Treasurer. 

§6. The District Synods have jurisdiction only over the affairs per- 
taining to their respective districts; they may also make such by-laws to 
this Constitution, which is the Constitution of the districts also, as ex- 
pediency requires, provided such by-laws do not conflict with this Con- 
stitution. 

§7. In matters of doctrine and conscience the Word of God shall 
alone decide. All other questions shall be decided by an absolute majority 
of votes unless otherwise provided for in this Constitution. In case of a 
tie the President shall have the casting vote. 

$8. A pastoral conference shall be held during the meeting of 
Synod; teachers and lay delegates may also hold conferences at the same 
time. 
9. During the meeting of Synod the pastors appointed by the Presi- 
dent and the resident minister shall preach on subjects assigned to them by 
the President, of which subjects they shall be informed at least four weeks 
previous. 

CHAPTER V. 


AMENDMENTS TO THE CONSTITUTION. 


§1. Changes or additions to the constitution can be made only 
the following manner: The motion to change or to add shall be made 
a meeting of Joint Synod, and when three-fourths of the voting members 
vote for it, the Secretary of Synod is to publish the fact again in the 
Church papers, in connection with the announcement of the next meeting 
of Synod, requesting all voting members of the Synod to cast their votes 
either in person (the congregations through their accredited delegates) or 
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by writing, in respect to such motion, at the next Synodical convention. 
In case three-fourths of the votes, at this second meeting of Synod are 
cast in favor of the motion, the President is to declare the same adopted. 


But here it is explicitly stated that the regulations in Chapter d4fand-¢V¥ 


can never be changed, and no amendment or addition, conflicting with the 
third and fourth chapters of this resolution, shall be valid. 

§2. By-laws that do not conflict in any manner with the above Con- 
stitution may be made at any time at any regular session of Synod, or 
bers present. 


BY-LAWS.

The 
general President shall appoint a committee before the meeting of Synod 
to whom all the delegates are to report their expenses, after which the 
committee shall equalize them. 

§3. Besides the officers mentioned in Chapter V, § 5, Joint Synod 
shall elect the following: a) Boards of Directors for her several institu- 
tions, as provided for by their constitutions; b) a General Institution 
Treasurer; c) a Mission Board; d) a Publication Board; ¢) Editors. 
for her periodicals; ) a committee to examine the manuscript of all 
works before they are published; g) a Business Manager for Book Con- 
cern; h)a Pastors’ and Teachers’ Widows and Orphans’ Committee; i) a 
Historian. The faculties of the several educational institutions are to be 

54. Rights and duties of the General President: 

a. The General President shall exercise supervision over the doc- 
trine, practice and official conduct of all the officers of Joint Synod, all 
the Presidents of the District Synods, and all those who are appointed 
by Joint Synod, as e. g., Professors in Seminaries and Colleges, Boards of 
Directors, Agents, etc. In extreme cases he shall also have the right to 
suspend any officer of Joint Synod. 

b. The General President, or a representative appointed by him, 
shall, whenever possible, be present at the meetings of the various Dis- 
trict Synods, in order to aid them by his counsel, and shall then report 
at the meeting of Joint Synod. The necessary traveling expenses for 
this purpose shall be paid out of the treasury of Joint Synod. 

c. The General President shall visit all the educational institutions. 
once every two years. 

SEC. 5. Rights and Duties of the Vice-Presidents of Joint Synod.— 

a. The Vice-Presidents shall represent the President at his request 
in all functions from whose performance he is prevented. 
bd. Whenever the President becomes unable to serve, as in case of 
his death, the First Vice-President shall be the next to occupy his place 
to the expiration of his official term. 
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SEC. 6. Rights and Duties of the Secretaries of Joint Synod— 

a. The Secretaries shall announce the meeting of Synod two months 
in advance, shall record the minutes during the meeting, attend to their 
publication after their approval by the President, also to their distribu- 
tion, and deposit all important papers in the archives. 

b. The Secretaries shall keep a correct list of all district delegates 
and other members of Synod, stating whether they are voting or advisory 
members. 

c. The Secretaries shall in the name of Synod prepare all papers 
and attest all documents, the German Secretary those in the German, the 
English Secretary those in the English language. 

d. In case of disability of the Secretary, or in case of his death, 
the President shall appoint another in his stead. 

SEC. 7. Rights and Duties of Treasurer of Joint Synod.— 

a. The Treasurer shall collect quarter-annually the quotas of the 
District Synods, pay out all properly appropriated sums and take receipts 
therefor, and at every meeting of Joint Synod, or when desired by the 
President, render an account. 

b. In case of disability of the Treasurer, or in case of his death, 
the President shall appoint another in his stead. 

SEC. 8. Mode of Election. — 

The election of the members of the different Boards, Treasurers, 
Standing Committees and Agent of the Book Concern shall take place as 
follows: 

. The District Presidents constitute a committee to nominate two 
candidates for each office. 

b. The list of candidates shall be laid before Synod for approval. 

c. A ticket, containing all approved candidates, shall be printed. 

d. An Election Board, consisting of one pastor, one teacher and 
one lay delegate, shall be appointed by the President, to supervise the 
election, keep a correct list of voters, and announce the result to Synod. 

e. Time of election, if not otherwise ordered, shall be on Saturday 
from 7 :00—10:00 a. m. 

SEC 9. Preliminary Committee 

The Preliminary Committee, consisting of four members of each dis- 
trict, two pastors and two delegates, having previously been announced 
to the President by the respective District Secretaries, shall meet two days 
before meeting of Synod. This committee shall look over all reports 
and other business coming before Synod, prepare necessary motions and 
resolutions, and agree on an order of business. At the meeting of the 
Institutions shall be present. 

SEC. 10. The Archives of Synod.— 

The Archives ef ‘shall’ be in ther ‘Building at 
Columbus, Ohio, and Archivist shall be the Housefather of said Institu- 
tion. He shall keep and complete an inventory of the archives, have 
charge of all documents, such as minutes of Joint and District Synods. 
letters, opinions, etc., and arrange them according to years. He is not 
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permitted to remove any document from the Archives without direction 

Ot the President, and shall be responsible for same to Synod. In his 

presence any member of Synod shall have free access to the Archives.
